As campaign season 
looms, experts divided 
on whether minimum 
wage will be raised

Illinois’ most high-profile Democrats have 
pushed in recent months to increase the mini- 
mum wage— but experts have offered mixed 
opinions on whether they will actually be 
successful, considering the looming election 
season. 

“It depends on what you mean by success,” 
said David Yepsen, director of the Paul Simon 
Public Policy Institute at Southern Illinois 
University “If you mean the minimum wage 
will get raised, no. If you mean Democratic 
turnout will increase, maybe.” 

Statewide elections are in November, and 
polling indicates that Gov Quinn faces stiff 
competition from Repubfican Bruce Rauner. 
Mayor Emanuel, who is up for re-election in 
February faces flagging support from minor- 
ity voters, according to a Sun-Times poll from 
earlier this month. 

The wage issue is intended to help both 


Quinn and Emanuel bolster support on the 
left, according to UIC professor and former 
alderman Dick Simpson. 

“For Rahm Emanuel, it’s a useful issue in 
the mayoral campaign, particularly if he faces 
someone like Karen Lewis or even Bob Fio- 
retti, both of whom have more union sup- 
port,” he said. 

Regardless of the motives behind the mini- 
mum wage push, Simpson said he is confident 
the minimum wage will go up. 

“I really expect both the state and the city 
to pass a minimum wage [bill] that increases 
it,” he said. 

The current statewide minimum wage is 
$8.25 an hour for non-tipped employees, one 
dollar more than the national minimum. 

On Wednesday the mayor introduced an 
ordinance to the City Council that would 
raise the citywide wage to $13, but the council 
likely will not vote on it until after the state 
legislature takes action on a potential state- 
wide minimum wage bill. 

The legislature is expected to delay that 
decision until after the November election, 
when voters will respond to a referendum on 


raising the wage to Sio. The referendum is 
nonbinding. 

“If they were going to do it, why didn’t they 
do it now?” Yepsen said, referring to the legisla- 
ture approving a statewide increase in the min- 
imum wage. “Why did they make [the state 
referendum] advisory? The Democrats control 
the House, the Senate, the governorship.” 

Earlier this month, Emanuel denied that 
the wage push is politically motivated. “This 
is not about ginning up for an election,” he 
said, according to the Tribune. “We’re doing 
this to make sure those who work for a living 
. . . have what they need, to make sure the mini- 
mum wage pays the goal of [having] no child 
whose parent works ... raised in poverty” 

Aid. Ameya Pawar (47th), who worked on 
the S13 ordinance, said the city’s plan to de- 


lay a vote on the minimum wage ordinance is 
not motivated by campaign season. Rather, he 
said, if the city were to raise its wage before 
the state, support for a statewide raise might 
drop. He is confident that one way or another, 
the minimum wage will increase. 

“We’re going to move. It’s just a matter of 
waiting to move until after the state,” he said. 

According to the city the gradual increase to 
$13 would add S800 mUlion to the local econ- 
omy and affect more than 400,000 workers. 

Yepsen said the only way Illinois could ac- 
tually end up raising the minimum wage is if 
the referendum passes by a significant margin 
and Democrats retain power. 

“They’ve got to keep faith with the ones 
who voted for them,” he said.

Four Chicago cops 
at center of scandal

For eight years, a controversial list of the 
most complained-against Chicago cops 
remained under seal while the city fought 
its release in court battle after court battle. 

But after a last-ditch effort by the union 
failed to stop it, the list was released this 
week, providing a more complete look at 
which officers generated the most com- 
plaints of misconduct between 2001 and 
2006. 

The most-complained against officers on 
the list came from one of the most-scandal 
plagued units in the city’s history, the Spe- 
cial Operations Section, an elite unit of of- 
ficers who in the early 2000s were tasked 
with taking guns and drugs off the street. 

But for attorneys who have long-fought 
to hold rogue Chicago cops accountable, 
the list highlighted another troubling 
trend— the city rarely handed out punish- 
ments to the 662 officers on the list, includ- 
ing those in SOS, which was disbanded only 
after a criminal investigation showed that 
several officers abused and robbed citizens. 
Attorneys say that pattern of abuse could 
have been detected by authorities long be- 
fore the criminal investigations unfolded. 

The ruling came in a lawsuit filed by 
South Side activist and journalist Jamie 
Kalven, who was pursuing police miscon- 
duct records that were a part of a police 
misconduct lawsuit. Several lists were gen- 
at a cl-suIl tif that lii^gqiloii and a 
second liTw^iiir,. i ncii.iilinf ivirh diSi <>1- 
llcurs ^Lholiad [] fti iiaoiat iiDinplajiiL^ filed 
them.

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Dispensaries could 
iight up trendy areas

Medical marijuana dispensaries will be sprout- 
ing up in Chicago’s commercial and business 
districts, such as the trendy West Loop and 
River North areas, under a city council mea- 
sure approved Wednesday restricting where 
the facilities can open their doors. 

But the 13 dispensaries allowed in Chicago 
will be prohibited from opening in buildings 
with residential units, in manufacturing dis- 
tricts and in transportation corridors, accord- 
ing to the measure. 

Already state law prohibits dispensaries from 
operating within 1,000 feet— roughly three 
football fields — of a school or day care center. 

While the state’s medical marijuana law went 
into effect Jan. i, state rules on the medical can- 
nabis pilot program were approved this month. 

The city ordinance defined, among other 
things, where the dispensaries and a cultiva- 
tion center are allowed to set up shop. 

“Consequently, the city now in this instance 
is relying on its home rule authority to adopt 
zoning laws that will permit local residents 
to have a say in where these dispensaries and 
cultivation sites can be located in these neigh- 
borhoods,” Aid. Ed Burke (14th) said during 
the city council meeting. 

The dispensaries are required to get a spe- 
cial use permit approved by the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. The special use permit requires a 
public hearing, but not city council approval. 
That’s when residents will have the oppor- 
tunity to raise concerns, such as traffic, and 
find out who will be behind the dispensaries, 
Burke said.

Peter Strazzabosco, deputy commissioner 
of the city’s Department of Planning and De- 
velopment, said where the dispensaries open 
depends on the state but there can be up to 
two in each city township, which are based on 
property assessment district boundaries. 

Should the one cultivation center in Cook 
County land in Chicago, the cultivation cen- 
ter is allowed in manufacturing districts and 
planned manufacturing districts, provided 
they are 2,500 feet away from schools, day 
care centers and dwelling units. 

According to a city map, the areas where 
medical marijuana cultivation centers could 
go near Lake Calumet, I-55 or O’Hare. 

The cultivation center will require special use 
permit approval by the city and the letter from 
the city’s zoning administrator certifying the 
site meets local regulations, Strazzabosco said.

Scared? This wrestler? Well, yes. 
Playing a superhero is terrifying

Pro-wrestling fans know him as The Animal, but comic- 
book geeks win know Dave Bautista as Drax the Destroy- 
er when “Guardians of the Galaxy” hits theaters Friday 

The athlete-turned-actor admits the transition from 
dropping Batista Bombs on TV to acting in a major ac- 
tion movie wasn’t as easy as some would think, 

“I try to explain that to people.” Bautista said. “When 
we started going into movies and stuff, people think be- 
cause I have been in front of cameras for a long time. I 
should have that comfort zone, but it couldn’t be any 
more different.” 

Even though Bautista is comfortable performing live 
in front of thousands of people, he found the “Guard- 
ians” audition nerve-wracking. 

“It’s terrifying to walk into a room, to see three [or] 
four people and there’s one camera.” he said. The wres- 
tler was so nervous he couldn’t even eat. “I was hungry 
but I was so wound up. It’s so intimate. It’s terrifying.” 

Despite Bautista’s nerves while trying out. director 
James Gunn’s direct yet down-to-earth style calmed a 
lot of his fears, he said. 

“I mean, you feel like you’re just hanging out with one 
of your buddies— real geeky” he said. And “he knows 
exactly what he wants.” 

The transition from Gunn’s movie set back to the 
WWE ring was jarring. Fans greeted The Animal with 
jeers and chants of “Boo-tista.” 

“It’s been weird,” Bautista said. “You know, I had a 
long talk with [WWE owner] Vince [McMahon] about 
it. I really had to fight to continue with it.” 

The boos weren’t necessarily his fault, Bautista said. 
The WWE transformed his character from a once- 
brutish role to a softer personality 

“They wanted to bring me back as this big baby face,” 
he said. “I said, ‘It’s not going to work.’ [They said,] 
‘Yeah, they miss you, they love you and they’ll be so hap- 
py you’re back.’ [I said,] ‘Yeah, that’s going to last two 
seconds.’ And sure enough, it did.” 

Beyond the character confusion, rumors were swirl- 


ing that another popular WWE superstar and cham- 
pion, Chicago native CM Punk [Phil Brooks], left due 
to Bautista’s return. The Animal dismisses the rumors. 

“I never really commented on it because I don’t know 
what happened,” Bautista said. “Nobody really does. He 
doesn’t want to talk about it. Punk just disappeared.” 

Bautista does admit that his relationship with Punk 
grew unexpectedly cold. 

“We’ve had good conversations, I’ve been to his place 
and there’s never been any bad blood between us,” he 
said. But when Bautista began receiving messages from 
other wrestlers about the rumors, he questioned his role 
in Punk’s departure. “I got a text from Ric [Flair] saying, 
‘Don’t worry about it, man,’ so I started to think, ‘Wow! 
Maybe he did leave because of me,’ ” Bautista said. “So I 
called him, and he never called me back. So I really don’t 
know what that was all about.” 

Even though Bautista is once again out of the ring, 
now promoting “Guardians,” some fans still don’t sepa- 
rate the person from The Animal. 

“Because I’m a pretty introverted person — al- 
though I’ve come out of my shell a lot since I was a 
kid— I think a lot of people take it for arrogance. 

That I’m arrogant or angry” Bautista said. “I get 
that all the time.” 

Bautista is excited for the future of his 
“Guardians” character. Drax the Destroyer 
was originally created to destroy Thanos, a 
famous Marvel supervillain played by Josh 
BroUn, according to IMDB. And Bautista, it 
seems, would like to stick with the franchise. 

“With Thanos being the supervillain in 
our movie, and Avengers’ as well, it would be 
awful nice if Drax could be the one to lull that,” he said. 

The newly minted actor isn’t only excited about the 
prospect of continuing the role. 

“They’re coming out with a whole Guardians Lego 
line,” he said. “I was so excited about the damn Lego be- 
cause I’ve never had anything like that! I have the action 
figures of the WWE. The Lego looks nothing like me. 
StiU, it’s just so cool, man. They’re just big square heads. 
It’s pretty badass.”

Thanks to a trip to maximum security 
prison, Quill aligns with Groot, a defensive 
talking raccoon named Rocket (voiced 
semi-unrecognizably by Bradley Cooper), 
revenge-seeking, ultra-literal tough guy Drax 
(pro wrestler Dave Bautista, holding his own) 
and Gamora, who is green and another check 
box in Zoe Saldana’s (‘ikvatar”) efforts to play 
the entire rainbow (Gamora tells QuUl she 
won’t fall for his “pelvic sorcery” but the arc 
of their relationship is standard stuff.) The 
progressive bonding of this group of misfits 
represents the film’s biggest asset. 

On some level, all planets in the Marvel 
Universe are similar. Though fighter than its 
movie siblings, “Guardians of the Galaxy” re- 
volves around some typically thin diabolical 
plans and ensemble universe-saving. It’s more 
engaging than exhilarating and more amusing 
than hilarious, with most of its laughs on 
the small side. The movie never clicks into 
greatness. 

It flies, though. This is the best film co- 
writer James Gunn (“Super,” “Slither”) has 
ever directed. It looks damn good. And with 
a tone that lands closer to clever than snarky 
“GOTG” represents the rare comic-book 
movie that’s enjoyable with or without 
sound. 


There may never be a 
better use of Vin Die-

‘Duck Dynasty’ controversy ebbs away

Late last year, the Robertson family of the 
cable TV smash “Duck Dynasty” waded into 
a treacherous swamp. 

Outrage exploded after Phil Robertson, the 
show’s long-bearded patriarch, called homo- 
sexuality a sin and denied seeing black people 
mistreated in the pre-civil rights Deep South. 
A&E, the family’s network home, swiftly sus- 
pended Phil; the Louisiana family that built 
its fortune on duck-hunting calls shot back 
that they wouldn’t continue the show without 
him. As fans and conservative commentators 
gathered on Twitter to #Stand'WithPhil, the 
future of the No. i reality TV show in cable 
history looked in doubt. 

Seven months later, all that drama seems 
as distant as a long-ago hunting trip. A&E re- 
scinded Phil’s suspension after just nine days. 
“Duck Dynasty” is still a hit, albeit one with 
ratings about one-third the size of its peak of 
nearly i2 million viewers last year, according to 
Nielsen. 

A&E continues its lucrative merchandis- 


ing partnership with the Robertsons, piling 
up licensed products including beef jerky and 
hand warmers at Wal-Marts and other stores 
across the nation. The tie-ins were estimated 
by Forbes to be worth S400 million last year 
alone, although one industry analyst says the 


business has likely tapered since then. (A net- 
work spokesman said it would not comment 
on financials.) 

The media controversy has washed away 
like mud on waders. 

“It’s a strong, strong franchise and will 


continue for a number of years,” said David 
McKillop, executive vice president and gen- 
eral manager of A&E Networks. 

As for the dust-up in December, he added: 
“I don’t think there’s any definitive proof that 
the controversy itself had an impact on the 
ratings. These things tend to burn very, very 
bright and then begin to settle into a plateau.” 

The strange saga of “Duck Dynasty” illus- 
trates how in today’s over-saturated media 
market, reality TV— much like Internet out- 
rage— is a highly perishable commodity 
“These kinds of ‘reality^ shows based on 
unique or unusual people usually don’t have 
great staying power,” said Jeffrey McCall, a 
media studies professor at DePauw Univer- 
sity ‘“Once viewers have seen the personali- 
ties and their lifestyles, the audiences tend to 
move along. ... ‘Duck Dynasty has already 
beaten the odds by getting into Season 6.” 
The season finale is scheduled to air Aug. 13. 

A&E says that Season 7 is already in the can 
and, according to McKillop, the network is 
“absolutely mulling possible spinoffs.

When it opened: Webster’s opened its 
original Lincoln Park location in 1994 
but moved to the former Telegraph 
space in Logan Square on July 17. 

Focus: Sommelier Jeremy Quinn has 
helped Webster’s compile a selection 
of more than 500 global wines, with a 
special eye for organic and biodynamic 
wines (biodynamic agriculture 
means caring for the vineyard’s total 
ecosystem, from soil to water). Travel is 
important to owners Tom MacDonald 
andjanan Asfour, whose interest in 
lesser-known grape-growing regions 
means you might spy bottles from 
Georgia (the country) or Greece. 


Food: In keeping with the global 
theme, look for international 
influences on a menu of small plates 
including Spanish-style octopus with 
white beans and chorizo (S14), coconut 
curry mussels ($12) and arancini with 
smoked caciocavaUo cheese (S9).
